Black-out Kit for Baby 


The song of the siren in the night 
. . . the curtains drawn quietly . . . 
the lights flicked out . . . people 
moving surely', swiftly to the safety 
zone. 
Its only a practice, but it 
ought 
to 
be 
perfect. 
Everyone 
should know his role; everything 
should be prepared. Specially when 
there is a baby in the house. 
For 
to assemble, in the last minute con­ 
fusion, all th** equipment needed to 
move a babe from bed-and-bunting, 
would be impossible 
. 
. 
. bosides 
being bad for baby. 
To avoid this scramble and assure 
a complete collection of everything 
your baby needs, why don t you 
pack a special air-raid practice kit 
and keep it handy? 
An ordinary 
suitcase or a fitted week-end bag 
will do. This can be filled with all 
the items your child could use in 
several hours, if need be. 
For the 
art of equipping babies with essen­ 
tial staples has been so perfected 
lately— in fully prepared . . . skill­ 
fully 
wrapped . . . ready-to-use 
products— that even a very young 
child could live as comfortably out 
of a 
well-stocked 
shelter kit as 
though he had never been trans­ 
planted from the nursery. 
His food, his clothes, his lid d in g 
can all he arranged for and packed 
away ahead of time. 
If at all possi­ 
ble it would be wise to anticipate 
your stay and install a few pieces 
of baby furniture permanently in 
the shelter. Though it is 
by no 
means necessary, a bed, or at least 
an ample basket, and a play pen 
would be pleasant. A small tub or 
wash basin is a great convenience, 
too, along with a covered bucket of 
water for soiled clothing and didees. 
^ 
Even baby’s food will present no 
special problem, for, if he is still on 
a formula you can quickly transfer 
to a kooler keg or chilled thermos 
jug some of the filled milk bottles 
stocked in the refrigerator. If your 
baby has reached the strained foods 
6tage you are doubly lucky, for 
these foods, packed in convenient 
cans, are perfect emergency rations 
as w ell as ideal daily fare for in ­ 
fants. 
They are all fully prepared 
and ready to be used. 
No fuss or 
bother is entailed in serving them 
just open, heat to lukewarm, and 
serve. 
In the shelter this heating 
can be done over a hot plate, or, in 
case of a real gas-electric ity em er­ 
gency, over “canned heat” just as 
w ell. 
It will be a comfort to know you 
have— sealed in those spotless sam 
tary cans— til# makings of many 
meals for baby. And there la variety 


a’plenty, too, so that baby can be 
fed happily for quite some time 
from the contents of the kit. 
These 
foods include a complete menu— 
from soups through cereals, vegeta­ 
bles, and fruit desserts. 
For the 
older baby, too, there is an even 
wider range of junior foods to com­ 
plete a hearty and nutritious meal: 
soups and stew's, chopped vegeta­ 
bles 
and 
creamed 
combinations, 
fruit puddings and flavorful des­ 
serts.

wash basin— and a covered bucket 
of water to place soiled clothing, 
diapers. 
A shelf should be stocked 
with a good supply of strained foods, 
junior foods, tomato juice, and milk.
